The economic depression through­ 
out the United States continues to 
make Itself felt in tile number of 
tourists who are visiting G ettys­ 
burg this season. 
A sharp reduc­ 
tion in the num ber of tourists who 
visited 
the 
far-fam ed 
battlefield 
here in 1930 over 1929 was shown in 
the annual report of guides, activi­ 
ties as complied at the office of Col. 
E. E Davis, superintendent of the 
national park, and this year's total 
is expected to fall under the 1930 
figure* 
In tile second quarter of this year, 
ended June 30. it is estim ated th at 
33.810 fewer tourists, with and w ith­ 
out guides, toured 
the 
battlefield 
than 
in 
the 
same 
three-m onth 
period last year, according to the 
quarterly report made public today 
by Colonel Davis 
During April, May and June this 
year, the 92 guides, who were work­ 
ing. reported th at they escorted 32,- 
392 tourists over the battlefield, as 
compared with 39.154 in the same 
quarter last year, a reduction of 
6,762 
On the basis th a t only one to u r­ 
ist in every five tours the battlefield 
with a guide, the national park of­ 
ficials have estim ated th a t 129.568 
persons visited the 
field 
without 
guides during the three m onths en d ­ 
ed June 30. as compared with 156,- 
616 in the same period a year ago.

Now 
Flowing 
Through Main Passing

The gasoline pipeline constructed 
by the Sun oil company through 
tnis county last sum m er has been 
completed to Cleveland. Ohio and 
gasoline and other oil products are 
being delivered through the line di­ 
rect to Cleveland and other more 
easterly points from the company's 
refineries in M arcus Hook. 
No 
great 
fanfare 
accompanied 
the formal opening of the line and, 
just as construction work was push­ 
ed to completion quietly, in the 
same m anner 
the new line 
was 
placed in operation. 
The company’s pipe fine program 
had its 
inception as far back 
at 
1928. when officials first gave seri­ 
ous thought 
to transportation 
of 
gasoline by th at means. 
As a re­ 
sult of surveys which cons* un ed the 
greater part of 1929. plans 
were 
form ulated for laying an eight-inch 
line from M arcus Hook, to Icedale, 
near Downingtown 
Tw'o 
six-inch m ain trunk lines 
branch off at this point, one being 
the completed Cleveland spur, tile 
other being 
a line into 
Syracuse 
New York, by way of Binghamton 
now completed to Scranton 
The 
lines have a capacity rateo at 25.- 
000 barrels dally. T he system Is ap­ 
proximately 700 miles in length 
Into Back Yard 
O peration of th e Pennsylvania - 
Ohio 
line 
brings 
the 
Ohio liver 
valley m arket virtually 
into 
the 
‘backyard’* o! the Sun refinery at 
M arcus Hook 
It will mean a much 
wider scope 
for the 
company as
